overcrowded conditions of her streets,

•which run north and south. So heavy 
Is the traffic that a slight congestion 
at once produces confusion and delsy. 
Yet the simple road rule of always 
driving to the right, rigidly carried 
out, would obviously facilitate travel 
and diminish the danger of accidents. 
In European cities the road rule is 
impartially and even implacably en- 
forced.
